think and cry, with- 
out any kind of 
compensation, either 
in money, after the 
English fashion, or in 
political power ; which 
if not directly a source 
of wealth to them 
would be so indirectly, 
by giving them con- 
trol over the costs of 
government; and by 
enabling them, if they 
were so minded, to 
inaugurate changes of 
internal and especially 
of commercial policy 
which might develop 
the natural resources 
of the country and 
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add indefinitely to her wealth, But these are only portions of 
the picture. The more deeply we can penetrate through the 
haze that covers it the more alarming are the things we see, 
The selfish resistance of the nobles to serf-emancipation was, 
doubtless, calculated on and provided for, But what is this 
terrible and portentous phenomenon that startles the gaze of the 
Czar !—the students of his universities, the Russia of the 
future, indulging in freedom of thought; and when that is 
sternly forbidden passing on to freedom in action, organising 
incipient rebellion, daring to speak, to remonstrate, to warn, 
almost to threaten! Not Frankenstein himself could have been 
more appalled by the actions of the monster he had created 
than must the Russian Government be by this conduct of the 
students that owe their very being, educationally, to it, From 
the first these institutes were intended to mould the plastic 
mind of the nation into a form carefully prescribed for it 
by the authorities ; and so to show to parents and guardians 
through the empire generally how they should train their youth, 
And the idea has never been abandoned for a moment, never 
willingly allowed to fall into neglect. Thus Nicholasonce said to 
his subjects in a manifesto, “ Let the fathers of families direct 
all their attention to the moral education of their children, It 
s certainly not to the progressof civilisation, but to vanity, 
which produces only idleness and vacuity of mind, to the want 
of real instruction, that we must attribute the licentiousness of 
thought, those unbridled passions, that confused and fatal half- 
knowledge, that tendency to extreme theories and political 
visions, which begin with demoralising and end by ruining their 
victims,” What would the author of this say if he could now 
look with us into the picture of the present, and see his nobles 
and middle classes assembling to demand a Constitution, and 
his own hopeful students accepting without shame, but rather 
with something that looks like a feeling of honour, all the con- 
sequences of the very “licentiousness of thought” he so dreaded ; 
and asserting, at the risk of their freedom, their personal dignity, 
possibly their lives, their faith in the “ political visions ” against 
which he so eloquently warned them all? And we have yet 
to add certain darker elements to the already sombre picture, 
While the country is thus agitated by change, and fear, 
and hope, and by the breath of a nobler life that comes 
wafted to them with every breeze from the freer countries 
of Europe; while Mr, Herizen, the Russian exile, sends 
his weekly sheet by thousands from London, and laughs at all 
Obstacles put in the way of their diffasion ; while the terrible 
alternative begins to rise before all thoughtfal men of a Con- 
stitution or of a new and sanguinary revolution that may even 
outvie the horrors of France in °79; while Russia herself is 
thus tossing in all the throes of a mighty epoch, what of Poland, 
which will not be quietly put down, and does not give the 
opportunity of being shot down? What of Turkey, who may 
now, if she were not too full of natural courtesy, retort with 
terrible meaning the old cry about the “sick man”? What of 
Germany, over which Russia was wont to enjoy that pleasant 
kind of rule over your neighbours which consists in making 
them do what you like, but saves you all trouble, and, as far as 
the case permits, all responsibility in the doing? The Colossus 
may still have its head of brass, but is feeling only too painfully 
that its legs are of clay. No more danger now of a Russian 
intervention against Hungary. The break-up of political 
influence is for the moment complete, 

Compare these two pictures, and how hard it seems to realise 
the fact (which we nevertheless know to be true) that they are 
both in effect one, that they represent the same country bef sre 
and subsequent to the Crimean War. 

And how will the struggle end? That is the question we 
must ask ourselves, even in the view to our own interests. We 
know now that, apart from mere commercial relations, there 
is no such thing as isolation, except under the most peculiar 
circumstances, and then only while the same conditions last, 
If any country could have relied on the permanent exclusion of 
foreign ties, surely it was China, where experience and history 
alike testified to the possibility if not to the wisdom of the 
policy. Yet see how, even in China, at the first shock, the whole 
system breaks down, and how weak the once-strong Power 
stands confessed before its intruding assailants! And now 
Russia seems to be trying a system of the same kind, even 
while inconsistently pursuing a different policy in regard to 
commerce, Our trade goes on as usual-with the great cities of 
Russia ; but how is it that we hear so little of what is passing on 
all other matters in that most interesting country at so critical 
atime? It is because the Russian Government is doing its best 
to seal up its territory, and to let no facts out, no ideas in, 
The events in America alone surpass in intrinsic importance those 
in Russia ; yet compare our respective means of knowledge about 
them : many columns, almost daily, in our newspapers about 
the one ; a paragraph, a solitary letter, or a stray leader, now 
and then, about the other, The few facts that do ooze out 
seem to show that there is a courage, and steadiness of purpose, 
and a noble political aim rising among the people ;—a brutal 
adherence to the old ways of thinking and acting upon the part of 
the military authorities ;—and a wavering, hesitating, feeble policy 
in the minds of the Czar and of his Ministers, who, while they 
cling with heroic constancy to the glorious measure of serf- 
emancipation they have inaugurated, seem to be perilling not 
only that but all the institutions of the empire by their refusal 
to see that so great a change was sure to necessitate other 
changes ; that, when the serf was made socially free, all other 
men above him who had to bear the cost would naturally expect 
that they should at least be made politically free, But to this 
end it must come, The rich man may be willing to concur in a 
movement that raises all classes, and so makes the Emperor at 
the top pay, by a loss of his personal power, for the expenses 
originated by his desire to benefit those at the bottom ; but the 
rich man objects to be the only sufferer. And how much more 
he is likely to be influenced by questions of power than by ques- 

tions of the purse we see in the anecdote of the Russian Prince 


who resisted all pecuniary offers to sell to his serf the right to 
be free, when the latter wanted to marry his son into a free 
family, but who granted it voluntarily in a moment of caprice 
when the serf brought to him a barrel of oysters that he hap- 
pened to want very much, The Czar is disregarding this 
feeling as though he did not value it or did not fear it ; and 
yet it is precisely the same feeling that actuates himself when 
he refuses compliance with it, He is as willing to risk rebel- 
lion in order to keep his power as they are in order to take a 
part of it from him, Which will be the victor? The Czar has 
the army, the officials, and the men of the old school who are 
always to be found in every country, The Reformers who demand 
a Constitution have, or will speedily have, the nobility, the 
middle classes, and all the young, intellectual blood of the 
empire, But what of the emancipated serfs, who have to be 
counted by millions? Will they trouble their heads about a po- 
litical power that is not asked for for them, and when their whole 
souls are engrossed in thinking how they are to assert and 
to maintain the social rights that have been accorded already 
and so recently? Will they not be likely to cling with grateful 
affection to the Czar who has bestowed on them so priceless a 
gift, and be ready to do battle in his cause against their recent 
masters, and all with whom those masters have alliance? These 
are serious questions, and time alone can answer them, At 
present our English sympathies are with the Ozar for his one 
great, heroic deed, which he risked his throne and his life to 
accomplish, But if he adopts the Machiavelian policy of 
rousing animosities between the different classes of society in 
order to retain his autocratic rnle we may be placed in the 
painful position of having alike to admire and to detest the 
combatants on both sides—the one struggling for social freedom 
and political despotism, and the other for the exact opposites. 

Meantime, though we cannot get information of the state of 
the freed serfs, we find in other classes of the people indications 
of a patriotic self-abnegation that augurs well for the future, 
and which may yet, ere it is too late, win the reluctant Czar. 
When women will risk (as we hear they are risking and suffering 
from) the last infliction of torture that can be used against the 
sex (short of dishonour)—that of flagellation at the hands of 
Cossack soldiers—in order to show their sympathy with the 
students, who are punished for their love of liberty, we may be 
sure there is adeep current moving onwards in the national life 
which must, sooner or later, sweep away all artificial obstacles, 
and enable Russia to take her place, raised and in every way 
regenerated, among the free peoples of the world.

It is proposed that machinery, photography, and education shall 
form international exhibitions, and foreign commissioners have been

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THE youngest, and (with scarcely an exception) the most de- 
serving of the crowned heads of Continental Europe has been sud- 
denly laid low, The King of Portugal has succumbed to a combi- 
nation of disease, brought on, it is said, by an excursion into an 
unwkcolesome district of his kingdom. He has speedily followed 
the beautiful wife who charmed the eyes of all, and the hearts 
of those who knew her, when on her visit to our Queen. Her 
death was a cruel blow to the young husband, and he has also 
been tried by other affliction. The conduct of France in the 
matter of the Charles et Georges was calculated to wound a 
high-spirited Sovereign, who felt it vain to contend against 
the arbitrary will of the master of so many legions, Dom 
Pedro V, leaves an honourable and an honoured name on the 
Royal roll of Portugal. His youngest brother preceded him to 
the tomb but by a few days only. He is succeeded by his next 
brother, ‘the Duke of Oporto, who has been proclaimed as 
Fernando II., reviving a name that has not appeared upon the 
coirs of Portugal for several centuries. Our own Court of 
course has gone into immediate mourning for the deceased 
Monarch, and in this case the mourning means more than a 
Court ceremonial, for the King, when here, is understood to 
have contracted a sincere friendship with our Queen and her 
consort. 

Inexorable finance has compelled the restoration of M, Fould 
to high office in France, a piece of evidence as to the real state 
of things which is an effectual counterpoise to several tons of 
pamphlets and leading articles written to prove that the 
resources of France are in the highest condition of prosperity. 
M, Fould is a Hebrew, and, moreover, has the convictions of a 
man of the age in reference to the Italian question, and on both 
points is at antagonism with a charming influence which has 
quite its full weight with the Emperor of the French, For 
other reasons be is not a favourite with some who are favourites 
with the Emperor ; but a man with a head and a knowledge of 
business is absolutely needful, and the resolved Hebrew is the 
new master of French finance, 

Spain isto be “written up,” and not without considerable 
desert on her own part; and, moreover, it is often both politic 
and generous to credit a person with being what he affects and 
you desire him to be, So the gratulatory speech with which the 
Queen of Spain has met the Legislature may be received with 
all goodwill and politeness, It is, doubtless, gratifying to Spain 
to find herself once more associated with great Powers, as she 
will be in the Mexican expedition ; and, as there can be no 
doubt of the valour of Spaniards, she will gain her share of 
whatever laurels are won in putting down brigandism, 
If the Spanish Government believe that it has at all 
contributed to the delay in the overthrow of the Pope's 
temporal power, the Queen, addressing an eminently Catholic 
nation, is perfectly justified in taking credit for that 
somewhat imaginary feat—the last Parisian rumours and the 
visit of M. Ratazzi do not seem to point exactly in the way which 
Queen Isabella might desire, We may say, with entire sincerity, 
that there are better hopes for Spain than connect themselves 
either with war or with superstition, and that the noble nation, 
for euch it is, despite many shortcomings, appears to be tho- 
roughly awakened to a sense of the necessity of developing its 
resources and inviting the commerce of Europe, We are 
gratified, also, to believe that in the Moorish difficulty England 
has not interposed in vain, and that Othello’s countrymen are 
not to undergo any new violeace at the hands of the votaries of 
Bt, Iago, 

At length the Southern States have sent us two gentlemen 
authorised to state to England the position and resolutions of the 
Ccnfederates, The Hon, Messrs, Mann aad Yancey were enter- 
taincd by the Fishmongers on the night of the Lord Mayor's 
banquet, at which latter Mr. Adams, the American Minister, made 
a highly-complimentary speech, claiming for the North the same 
ancestry, traditions, aad laws as those of England, bat never 





alluding to the fact that ten millions of his countrymen were in 
arms against the North, Mr,Adams wasdelivering himself thus 
at one end of a street at the other end of which Mr. Yancey was 
thanking us for having recognised the South as “ belligerents,” 
and was declaring that there could be no peace until they ceased 
to be treated as rebels. He spoke out boldly, asserted 
the certainty of Southern independence, but added that 
there were few sacrifices it would not make consistently with 
the claims of liberty and honour. Perhaps the impression is 
deepening that as soon as the North shall have gained some 
brilliant military or naval victory, and thus atoned for the long 
series of disasters which have marked its campaigns, both 
parties will not be disinclined to listen to the mediating voices 
of France and England, If this should not be case, and the 
ruin and wretchedness of millions in the Old World should

Ths population of the parish 
is 25,000, The church accommodates 2000 ; and a congregation exceeding this 
number now assemble to worship within its walle. 


Sir Herbert Edwardes, K.C.B., who is about to return to India 
as Commissioner of the Cis-Sutlej States, Panjaub, has just brought before the 
committee of the Church Missionary Society a letter from Colonel Reynell 
Taylor, Commissioner of the Trans-Sutlej States, earnestly pleading for the 
commencement of a new mission at two or three of the great towns on the 
Upper Indus, offering £1000 on its establishment, and inclosing a letter 
of cordial encouragement frem Sir Robert Montgomery, K.C.B., Lieutenant- 
Governm of the Punjaub, in which he promises a farther donation of £309. 
Sir H. Edwardes has given the committee a description of the vigorous and 
energetic character ot the travelling-merchant tribes—Lohanis, Beluchis, and 
others who would thus be reached, whose kafilas (caravans) penctrate from 
Bokhara to Calentta, and has pointed out how they, if brough* to acknowledge 
the faith of the Gospel, would indeed be ‘itinerant Christians”. The committee 
did not hesitate a moment in accepting Colonel Taylor's generous offer.

Mr. Henry Haigh, in the character of the hero of the piece, sang with 
remarkable sweetness; and displayed in his acting more than his 
usval force snd vigour. Mdme. Guerrabella, as Maid Marian, 
achieved a brilliant triumph, This lady is young, handsome, an ad- 
wirable actress, and an accomplished singer. She raoresented the 
famous heroine, not as a country girl, but as a lady of rank anl 
station, the danghter cf a noblemar, and the — of Robia Hool’s 
smbitiovs love; and, in so doing, was evidently in the right. Her 
attire, therefore, was rich, according to the picturesque fashion of 
the tire, and her deportment was marked with corresponding grace 
and dignity. With her superb voice and finished execution she 
did the fullest justice to Macfarren’s beautiful music. Mr, Santley 
resumed his old part of the Sheriff of Nottingham, and Mr. 
Honey that of the Sompnour, in which he was as quaint and amusing 
as ever. The whole performance, in short, was excellent, and deserved 
the applause it received. 

True to their plan of giving variety, the managers have reproduced 
one of the most successful pieces in their repertory. Wallace's

This 
company, says the playbill, “ consists of fifty members, brought to this 
country from Spain, where, and throughout the principal capitals of 
Europe, this renowned company of artists have achieved immense 
success.” Their first performance took place on Wednesday, 
beginning at two o'clock. It was composed of an opera buffa, 
by Donizetti, entitled “Il Campanello,” followed by a_ ballet 
called “Caterina ; ou, La Fille du Bandit.” The opera is a little one- 
act piecc—a mere musical farce of the slightest description; but it is 
lively and pretty, and was cleverly acted and sung by a set of children, 
the principal performers being apparently eleven ortwelve years old. The 
ballet was still better.

St, JAMEs’s HALL.—Mr. George Hodson, the Irish comedian, 
has instituted here an entertainment which promises to last for some time, 
and which from its cleverness deserves public patronage.

Mr. Henry Russell and 
Mr. Woodin, with others, have also their portraits taken with exactness and 
spirit. He likewise imitates Power in his Irish characters, and tells an 
Hibernian tale with verve and genuine humour.

for this and another character that no il of the plot is necessary ; 
nor would any be profitable, so improbable, inconsistent, and absurd 
are the incidents. e character of which so much is made by Mr, 
Sothern is that of Lord Dundreary, a noble exquisite on a visit at Sir 
Edward Trenchard’s, who lounges about in a state of mental inanity, 
and regards as a lunatic every person who exhibits the least energy. 
His lordship’s i ce of everything is intense, and his indolence 
— He is the butt of every one, but is not in the least affected by 
ridicule, for he never for a moment imagines that he can be its 
object, With a superior indifference, as in a dream, he moves 
among his fellow-men, and fancies that he has command of 
the position. But he is an’ i by an American rough, Asa 
Trenchard, who is impersonated by Mr. Buckstone, and who, finally, 
not only overreaches his super-refined lordship, but a rascally attorney, 
Richard Coyle (Mr. Rogers). The plain, outspoken Yankee, though 
outrageously rude and eccentric, is capable of self-sacrifice and gene- 
rosity, and destroys a will made in his own favour for the benefit of a 
pretty dairymaid, Mary Meredith (Miss Oliver), who loves him, not- 
withstanding his uncouth peculiarities. In the contrast aud ogposition 
of these two eccentric characters lies whatever art pertains to the 
structure of piece. Mr. Buckstone is as great in the rude repablican as 
Mr, Sothern is in the English peer. Neither is like the real thiag in 
actual life. They are fantastic creations, which violently excite the 
risible muscles, and provoked on the first night inextinguishable 
laughter. The house was literally convulsed, and will, no doubt, be 
nightly crowded by spectators curious to witness such amusing cari- 
catures, which, though false to fact, are not so to the imagidation of 
their creator. It is a pity that two such original and effective 
characters have not better surroundings ; but this will not affect a jot 
the popularity of this extraordinary representation.

There are minds dissatisfied that a foreigner should 
claim the preg te dictating to English artists rules for the Ehglish 
stage, and who likewise feel, more properly, that M. Fechter has in 
some places misunderstood our great Among these objectors 
Mr. Henry Ottley has taken a prominent position, and has pressed 
both points with considerable eloquence. As to the first, we have 
already disposed of it in our remarks in another of our paper; as 
to the second, there is none who would be more jealous than ourselves 
of our national sy ogee but we are calm from a superior sense of 
security, and are thus able to smile complacently at errors which 
M. Fechter has of necessity fallen into from the mere fact of his 
not being an Englishman, But, when we recollect the great benefit 
which glish scholars have derived from German criticism on 
Shakspearean literature, we are still more indisposed to reject the aid which 
any intelligent man, whatever his country, may feel himself impelled 
to renderto the Shaks ndrama. Mr, Ottley’s pamphlet is entitled 
“ Fechter’s Version of Othello Critically Anal ; with Prefatory Ob- 
servations on the Stage, the Audience, and the Critics,” There is no doubt 
that here many points are cleverly pressed against some needless innova- 
tions. It is, however, certain that actors in England’s elder drama 
have not been accustomed, as a general rule, to sit with any frequency 
during the performance of a play. This has long been felt, even in 
the green-room, to be an error; and the concoctors of modern drama 
have been accordingly solicitous to correct it, They have not left it to 
the actor to choose, but have, in elaborate stage directions, prescribed 
where he is to sit and where to stand. Mr. Ottley seems to prefer the 
standing position on most occasions, and the contrary practice he 
thinks tends to deprive the stage-picture of its “breadth.” Would 
he prescribe the same rule for other pictures, and compel the artist to 
compose his subject always in a standing position? We think that 
we can decide this question for him; and that, as a man of taste, he 
would grant every liberty that a t artist could reasonably demand, 
and permit him to represent his figures standing, sitting, or reclining, 
according to the nature of the subject and the propriety of the posi- 
tion. ere is much, however, in Mr. Ottiey’s pamphlet that is sug- 
gestive ; and we would recommend it particularly to M. Fechter's 
studious perusal. What he says of the third act is especially good, 
and we wish that M. Fechter had attended to the fact which Mr, 
Ottley there points out: the scenic arrangement would have been the 
better for it in all respects.

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INCISED PAVEMENT IN LICHFIELD 
CATHEDRAL. 


Amoncst the many noteworthy works comprised 
in the recent restorations, under G. G. Scott, R.A., 
Eeq., in the choir of Lichfield Cathedral, is con- 
spicuous the elaborately- wrought pavement of 
which we subjoin an Engraving. is work is 
principally remarkable from its representation of a 
which has scarcely been ised in our 
revival of ancient art. We allude to the exe- 
cution of “storied” pavements, which, at St. 
Omer, Rheimx, Sienna, and other places on the 
Continent, are rich with illustrations of sacred 
history and significance, These works are wrought 
on the surface of stone slabs by engraving or 
“ incising” a ies of stone—“niello,” in fact— 
and one capable of very fine effects, the incis:d 
portions being filled with black or red cements, 
which are mostly used in the backgrounds, where 
they throw out and give force to the design, In 
England there are no examples remaining to us of 
works of this nature, unless, indeed, we accept 
as such the few sepulchral slabs upon which 
incised work is found. 

The vc = which = would — atten- 
tion is, as wi seen our sm iagram 
square in form. This has been subdivided 
quarterly. In each division is a circular slab 
upwards of 3ft. in diameter, of a iarly hard 
stone, i from Hopton Wood. und 
each of these principal medallions are four smaller 
ones of some 2ft. in diameter. By reference to 
our Engraving it will be seen t the large 
medallions are illustrative of incidents connected 
especially with the diocese, and that the smaller 
ones contain busts of eight of those prelates who 
were benefactors to the building. The same 
number of Royal personages are also represented. 

The designing and execution of the series o 
incised medallions was intrusted to Messrs. Clayton 
and Bell, of Regent-street, who to their practice 
in stained glass have added that of works such as 
we describe, 

From the rich and enduring effect of incised 
work we can but conclude that its revival will 
in future be more often seen on vertical surfaces. 
We understand Messrs. Clayton and Bell are 
applying it to fonts, pulpits, and reredos panels, 
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The elaborate mosaic of encaustic tiles, tesserae, 
and marbles was executed by Messrs, Minton from 
the design of the architect. 


THE STORM OF SATURDAY WEEE. 


Some interesting particulars have been given by 
Admiral Fitzroy relating to the hurricane which on 
Saturday week burst on our north-east coast. 
“ The storm,” he says, “ was remarkably locil and 
circumscribed, but, as usual, violent proportion- 
ally to its smaller extent between two strong con- 
trary currents, While blowing hard from the 
north, with a low thermometer (30 to 40 deg.) 
across Scotland, England, and the western side of 
the North Sea, there was a southerly gale over 
Holland, and at Paris the thermometer showed 
60 deg., while across France there was only wind 
from south-east to south-west. The weather reports 
of Friday morning showed notable differences of 
pressure and temperature—startling when com- 
pared with the general uniformity or gradual 
changes so prevalent (except in two weeks) durin 
the last seven months, Places usually correspond- 
ing closely in barometer and temperature numbers 
differed nearly half an inch and nearly twenty 
degrees, The sure indications of a northerly 

in addition to these warning signs, were a low - 
mometer and a highly electrical state of atmos- 
phere, with a low barometer, which had been fall- 
ing for some days, but fell rapidly on Friday. At 
Lynn it was below twenty-nine inches; at Yar- 
mouth and at epee - scarcely above that 
point, which before a erly wind is equivalent, 
as a warning, to 28} inches before a southerly 
gale. The storm of Saturday was circuitous or 
cyclonic ; its centrical area was in the North Sea, 
off Yorkshire, round which, along the coast, it 
blew hardest from Northumberland to Norfolk. 
Off Flamborough Head it was sudden and most 
severe, There was no wind to speak of in the west 
of Ireland. On the north-east coast and in the 
Irish Sea there was ashort gale. This cyclone was 
local, and did not travel far.”

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ORPHAN WORKING SCHOOL, HAVERSTOCK HILL, 
Tv is now more than one hundred and three years ago since a few City 
g-utlemen met at a tavern in Ironmonger-lane for the purpose of 
tounding the first orphan school for boys ia London, It is evident 
there had been som? quiet meetings elsewhere, for they came prepared 
to say there was a sufficient sum promised or in hand (about £700) to 
begin the undertaking, and they at once appointed a treasurer, and 
requested the other gentlemen present to assist him in collecting the 
money required. This was the origin of the Orphan Working School 
for twenty boys. Soon, however, the funds came in so plentifully that 
twenty girls were added, and the forty orphans were at once lodged, 
boarded, and provided for at a small house or houses in Hoxton, then 
a pleasant suburb of London. This school continued there until 1775, 
when, some land having been purchased in the then newly-formed City- 
road, a new school was erected for seventy children, and the remainder 

f the land was let on building leases, which has been in some measure 
a key to the prosperity of the charity, for when these leases had fallen 
instead of the ground reut of £44 then received, the sam of £1228 
lerived from that estate. The school in the City-road was 
more than filled, as above 100 orphans were there for many years. As 
the locality was well built in, it was thought desirable to make 
another, more especially in contemplation of an increased income. 
Land was sought for and obtained at Haverstock-hfil, near Hampstead, 
and a third school established there, with accommodation for 240 
children, After a bazaar had been held there in 1847, which was well 
sustained, under the patronage of our Most Gracious Queen, by the 
ladies of England (for the stalls had representatives from most of the 
principal towns, and produced a net profit of about £1600), 137 
children were removed to their rew habitation in July of that year. 
The building was out of debt, thanks to a generous —_— and pros- 
perity has so well attended this enlarged effort that, for a long period, 
n>: 240 but 280 and upwards have been under the fostering care of this 
charity. 

It was determined that the centenary of the charity should be 
celebrated by a special effort to enlarge the building, adapting it for 
400 instead of 240 orphans; and in about three years upw of 
£11,000 was received, which gave a slight surplus over the cost of the 
enlargement—a noble gift from the friends of the orphan poor, and 
ig how large is the generosity of the benevolent public of our 
und, 

Arising out of the building enlargement there have, however, been 
many extra expenses, For instance, the playgrounds were cut up, and 
all the gravel and the drainage spoiled. This has involved an expense 
of above £500; and for extra tittings and other expenses the outlay 
has been another £500, or thereabouts; so that £1000 is about the 
sum still required, and that the charity has appealed for, and the 
public are sure to give it. We shall be glad to find that the reading 

f this notice has been the means of accomplishing it. 

The children receive a sound and useful education adapted to the 
clas: which receive the protection of the charity. They are received 
frou seven years and remain until fourteen or fifteen, during which 
time they are educated and entirely provided for. When they leave, 
situations, as far as possible, are obtained for them, and outfits of the 
value of £3 3s, to each girl, and of £5 to each boy, and for seven years 
following they are rewarded, to encourage them in good conduct. This 
yeir upwards of £300 have been given in outfits aud annual rewards 
to those who have left the school. The old scholars are grateful, for 











within the last few years they have contributed a large sum to the 
funds ; and the name of one is perpetuated in the Fry Scholarship, 
which gives a silver medal and an extra sum to the best boy of the year. 


A'l the accounts of the charity are open to public inspection. The 
institution may be visited by any governor when he pleases, and he 
can give an order to any of his friends for this purpose. During the 
present year sixty children have been admitted by election; and since 

he removal to Haverstock-hill, in 1847, nearly 800 have been received. 
Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen and his Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales have largely aided the charity by their contributions, 
and have three orphans presented by them, in virtue of their donations,

INTRODUCTION OF THE QUININE-YIELDING CINCHONA-TREE 


Tm INDIA —The great importance of introducing the cinchona plants, 
yielding quinine, into our Indian empire has become more and more 
apporatt of late years, owing to the increasing demand for that invaluable 


érug, the high price cansed by the monopoly which is jealously maintained by 
the Sou'h American Government, and the imminent danger of a stoppage in 
he supply arising from the reckless felling of the trees in the South American 
fores‘a. The cinchona-tree, which yields quinine, is only found on the eastern 
slopes of the cordilleras of the Andes, within the tropics. In the year 1859 
Lord Stanley, then Secretary of State for India, appointed Mr. Clements 
Mark am, of the India Office, to superintend an attempt to introduce the more 
vulvable species of cinchona-trees into India. Active measures were adopted 
in the following year. Mr. Markham himself penetrated into the forests of 
Caravaya, in Southern Peru; and he employed agents to collect p'anta and 
seeds in Northern Peru and the neighbouring Republic of Ecuador, which 
wore transmitted to India during the autumn of 1860. Sir William Hooker 
presente! sx valua‘le plants to the Indian Government; and Mr. Howard, 
the eminent quini facturer, also placed the plants in his possession 
et Mr. Markham’s di-posal fur the furtherance of this important experiment. 
Afver bis return from South America, Mr. Markham proceeded to India with 
his large collection of plants, in order to select suitable sites for cinchona 
p' intations, which should resemble their native forests as closely as possible in 
e! vation, soil, and climate; aod to make preparations for the secds and ts 
Which were to follow him, and which arrived in due time. The

In order to try her on every possible point of sailing and 
stcaming, she was matched with the Revenge, a 90-gun two-decker, the fastest 
ship in Channel Fleet. A letter of the 7th from Queenstown says :—‘‘ The 
Warrior, under steam, has been what may be considered a complete success. 
Under sail and steam she went 163 knots; and coming into this 
place on Tuesday from off Cape Clear, at the time the Revenge was going 
about 13 knots, she was going 15°2; the Retenge under a considerable press 
of sail and full steam, the Warrior topsails and foresail, and full steam. 
Steaming head to wind and sea, the Warrior went 9°8 at a time when the 
Revenge, at the rendezvous, found it necessary to take in the third reef of her 
topsails. The trials in sailing have not been very favourable to the Warrior. 
The first day, by the wind, the Revenge’s jibboom went just before starting ; 
this lost time , but afterwards, on starting, the Warrior settled gradually to 
leeward. The next day the trial was with the wind abeam, when the Revenge 
left the Warrior very much, the Warrior having a reef out of the topsails, 
royals, and foretopsail studdingsail more than the Revenge. By the Warrior's 
own account, the Revenge left her at the rate of 500 yards hour. The 
Revenge hardly works fair with the Warriorin steaming. The Warrior’s fuel is 
the best Welsh coal, and fresh, while that of the Revenge has been in the ship a 
long time. The stokers and engineers of the Warrior are very numerous com- 
pared with those of the Revenge; but the Revenge’s stokehole is vastly 
superior to the Warrior’s.” 


TRIAL OF THE New GuN “ Prince ALFREeD.”—The above- 
named redoubtable piece of wrought-iron ordnance, which was named in 
honour of Prince Alfred’s visit to the Mersey Steel and Iron Works, on the 
20th of September last, was tested iast Saturday, on the beach between Crosby 
and Hightown. This immense gun is 12ft. long, is 35in. in diameter at the 
breech and 18in. at the muzzle, and measures no less than 5ft. 2in. across the 
trunnions. It isa chamber gun, on the Gomer principle, and is 10in. in 
diameter of bore, and calculated to throw a shot weighing between 5001b. and 
600lb. ; its own weight is ten tons, and on Saturday, having been previously 
placed on a truck, it was drawn to the place by seventeen horses, 
although it had to be conveyed over six or eight miles of sandy beach. 
The trial of Saturday, being only a preliminary one, was made with 
small charges of powder and comparatively light shot. The object was 
to ascertain the effect of 10-inch 140-pounder shot against a target similar 
in construction to our floating batteries. The target was put up at a 
distance of 210 yards. It was formed of teak 18in. thick, covered with an 
iron plate 4Jin. in thickness, and this target was strongiy strutted and kneed, 
and every means were adopted to enab!e it to resist the impact of the shot. The 
ball weighed 1401b., and this mighty projectile was impelled by a charge of 
201b. of powder. It struck just below the bullseye, and completely carried 
away the target, which was drivea several feet along the sands, and turned 
completely over. The plate was found to be indented nearly 3in. by the shot, 
while only a slight crack was visible on its surface. At present this formidable 
piece of ordnance is smooth in the bore; but it is to be rifled, after which it 
will be tested with the heavier shot already mentioned, This gun, which is 
entirely of wrought iron, was forged hollow, ona plan invented by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Clay, by which the solidity and homogeneousness of the metal are more 
fully ensured than by the ordinary methods in use ; and it may be fairly stated 
shat Saturday's experiments were considered to be satisfactory in every respect.

such a book, or even its expediency, it is not to be denied that thoce 
writers who under the name of Bickerstaff brought their powers of 
wit, humour, and reason to bear so successfully on the entertainment, 
i ction, and improvement of the age in which they lived, though 
in some measure rendered obsolete by the very success which 
attended them (in the removal of the vices and absurdities at 
which they aimed) and other causes, are worthy of reproduction 
in such a shape as will tend directly to bring them lcfore 
the present generation. In the work before us good service has been 
done by incl in its as many of the best papers of the 
Tatler as fall wi its plan; although it is by no means the case 
that all the best have come within the compass of it. It is true that 
the Tatler has not obtained the reputation of the Spectator, but 
it has been admitted that a as much, if not greater, freshness, 
vivacity, and wit. ‘The character of Bickerstaff, humorously cor- 
ceived and well sustained, forms a sort of pervading spirit throughout 
the Tatler, though his connection with work is not wronght into 
so complete a narrative form as is the case with Sir Roger de Coverley 
in the Spectator, There is, however, enough of the dramatic and 
personal element about it to justify the embodiment of the series of 
pai in which he figures into a detached and consecutive form, 
t been said above that much of the satire is obsolete; but at least 
in one case we must make an exception. A reference to the paper in 
which .—e is given of the sitting of Bickerstafi’s Court of 
Judicature “On the Petticoat” will show that fashions, like most

Upon this I desired the jury 
of matrons, who stood at my right hand, to inform themselves of her condi- 
tion, and know whether there were any private reasons why she might not 
make her appearance separate from her petticoat. This was managed with 
= discretion, and had such an effect that, upon the return of the verdict 

‘om the bench of matrons, I issued out an order forthwith that the criminal 
should be stripped of her incumbrances till she became little enough to enter 
my house. I had before given directions for an engine of several legs that 
could contract or open iteelf like the top of an umbrella, in order to place the 
petticoat upon it, by which means I might take a leisurely survey of it as it 
should appear in its proper dimensions. This was all done accordingly, and 
forthwith, upon the closing of the engine, the petticoat was brought into 
court. I then directed the machine to be set upon the table and dilated in such 
@ manner as to show the garment in its utmost circumference, but my great 
hall was too narrow for the expesiment, for befcre it was half unfolded it 
described so immoderate a circle that the lower part of it brushed upon my 
face as I sat in my chair of judicature.

There is much truth, though perhaps a little emageiion, in this, and 
we quote it as it will serve the spectator very well as a sort of guide 
or touchstone when viewing Tarner’s —— painted at nt 
periods or under different influences, so dissimilar are they in purpose 
and character, 
Of his natural English landscape-painting, for example, what can be 
selected more charming, more persuasive to the imagination, than 
‘‘ Frosty Morning Sunrise” er 492), with its broad cold sky, against 
which the figures stand out ly, the air circulating round them, and 
every detail as clear and sharp as the frost itself. This work was 
painted in 1813, Another result of truly native inspiration is the 
* Moonlight—a study at Millbank” (No. 459), evidently painted from 
nature, in 1797, a work of more than ordinary interest, from the fact that 
a very little to the west of the spot from which this view was taken is 
situated the cottage in which the great painter died. Of the same 
class is the “ View on Clapham Common” (468)—a study of trees, 
with a man fishing in the fo und, painted about the year 1802; 
“ London seen from Greenwich ” ae painted in 1809; “ Abingdon, 
Berkshire, with a View of the Thames—Morning” (485); and 
“ Windsor ” (486) with the castle in the distance and a sweet meadow 
with figures and cattle in the foreground; the last two, painted in 1810, 
are other specimens of his genuine unsophisticated style, painted 
under the impulse of genius and the inspiration of nature alone. 
Another work illustrative of the domestic and realistic feeling which 
actuated the artist in the earlier period of his career is “The 
Blacksmith’s Shop” (No, 478), painted in 1807, in emulation, if we 
recollect rightly, of Wilkie’s “ Village Politicians.” The truly English 
character of every part of this composition, figures, animals, still life, 
and all, is plainly apparent; and the painting throughout is of that 
honest, solid kind which should be bestowed upon such a subject. 

It was, however, whilst Turner was indulging his natural bent in such 
homely subjects as the above that he thought it necessary to devote his 
attention to themes of scriptural and classic lore, in the treatment 
of some of which he evinced a genius at once highly poetic and original ; 
whilst in others he was subm by the heartless and purposeless 
materials he had to deal with. ‘The Tenth Plague of Egypt” (No. 470) 
is painted (1802) in the cold classic style of Poussin; the colour 
dark, but with a struggle for more warmth than that master was wont 
to show. “Jason in Search of the Golden Fleece” (No. 471), painted 
in the same year, is of a mystic character, more after Salvator Rosa, 
and is treated inanch chiaroscuro, which prognosticates command 
of colour and aérial medium which the master was destined afterwards 
to accomplish, Still grander than either of the above, and exhibiting 
the creative fancy of the artist in its fullest development, is “ Apollo

On the left is the figure of 
Apollo, grandly calm, in a pure light; ou the right little else is seen 
but a huge knotted fold of the serpent, which in its agony has clung to 

, a stunted tree, which has snapped under its pressure. “Dido and 

.Eneas Leaving Carthage on the Morning of the Chase” (494) is less 
Turner’s own, and by far less estimable, The idea of competing with 
Claude is here, thus early (1814), apparent, but not with the full 
meed of success which the painter afterwards attained. There is still 
here apparent, however, that distinctness of outline and firmness of 
brash which in later years he gave up for a more flashy suggestive 
style, ‘‘Apuleia in Search of Apuleius” (495), an extensive hilly 
and wooded landscape with figures, painted in the same year as the 
last, is of a higher order of composition, and of greater merit in the 
execution, Taere is here considerable skill displayed in the achieve- 
men of the effect of distance, and in the disposal, without scattering, 
of the lights and shades. Some dockleaves, tipped with gleams of 
sunlight, at the bottom of the picture towards the right, stand out 
with admirable effect from the dark shade of the trees above. 

Turner's love of the sea and of all that pertained to shipping 
and sailor-life is one of his characteristics more abundantly and dis- 
tinctly manifested by him than perhaps any other. His shipping- 
pieces are to the full as truthful as Vandervelde’s, but more varied in 
sentiment, and infinitely more poetic. His “Calais Pier” (472), with 
French firhermen preparing for sea, and the English packet arriving, 
with a storm raging under a threatening, broken sky, is a masterly 
production in this line, and is probably a reminiscence of what the 
artist saw on his first visit to the Continent after the Peace of Amiens, 
“The Shipwreck.—Fishing-boats endeavouring to Rescue the Crew” 
(476), which was painted in 1805, but never exhibited, iseven an improve- 
ment upon the last—nobler in character, and witha more skilful massing 
of the lights and shades, the principal warmth arising from the yellow- 
ochreish sail of the fishing-boat a little to the right. The heavy swelterin,

THE SENSIBILITY OF THE HAND AND Foor in different 
parts of their sutface has been tested by Mr. Harry Lobb by means of a con- 
tinuous galvanic current.

The same stone will often be resorted to 
for a long time, so that a considerable number of shells will frequently be 
accumulated. These remains may often be noticed, and as often, perhaps, 
have puzzled the beholder. In winter, also, wrens collect in numbers in warm, 
favourite roosting-places. At dusk the observer, by remaining quiet, may see 
them coming singly from all directions to a favourite haystack. On arrival 
they locate ives in holes, previously made round the sides by their own 
species or other small birds. By going after dark the observer may sometimes 
take them by the dozen in a handful from one hole. Old or unfinished nests 
are often chosen as dormitories, and sometimes unlined ones are pepe. ter 
for that purpose. The sites selected for these, and those required as les for 
their young, are as varied as the haunts—low branches, sprays wing from 
the trunks of trees, and bare roots of trees under hollow banks: holes in walls, 
banks or are the most common. Mr. Brockholes has known the 
nest at an elevation of about fifteen feet ; but such instances are rare. Great 
skill is shown in adapting it to circumstances, and the materials used in the 
construction differ according to the situation. Composed generally of that 
which abounds in the neighbourhood, the nest resembles more or less closely 
the objects which are near.
